In speaking before a mass meeting at 


Waterville, Me., on Friday night la^t, Mr.

hi? course, would do well to ponder over. 
Protection is something broader ami deeper 
than a campaign cry. 
What is that some- 


thing? 


Those who are disposed to belittle It a 


protective policy in fucJ legislation taka 
great comfort in representing it as a policy 
of ruthless, reckless taxation. This is an 
untruth, and the worst part ol it is that it 
18 an untrntn which is pretty generally be- 
lieved ia by those who utter it. As was re 
cemly pointed ont by the Post, England, 
whose fiscal policy is avowedly based on 
free-trade principles, collects from a pop- 
ulation of 30,000 000 nearly as much money 
through, her custom houses as does the 
Doited States, from a population of 65,- 
000,000. 


The protective policy, however, is ex- 


actly what Us name implies; its aim is to 
protect and conserve the interests of the 
country. In the accomplishment of thai 
purpose oar legislators have for years 
sought particularly to build up aud foster 
our young manufacturing industries, to 
reserve American markets to the use of ihe 
American artisan and producer. This it is 
still intended to do, b'.tin connection with 
that reservation, it is proposed to use as 
far as is po-Bible, tho adjustment of the 
incidence of the tariff in assisting the 
American artisan and producer to reach 
out for the patronage of foreign markets 
In other words the protective policy is the 
progressive one, and we have reached that 
stage in its development when prudence 
tuggesta that us Usefulness can bs ampli- 
fied. This 18 the policy which Mr, Bluine 
advocates. His contention is that by uiuk 
ing r.ciprocal arrangements with our South 
American neighbors we can secure a con- 
siderable portion of their patronage nt no 
loss to ourselves. That is a simple bum, 
ness proposition, and no one save the hide- 
bound advocates o> an empty natue can find 
any ground on which to oppose it, Ruiip 
rocity differd iiom free trade ID th&t tut 
la.itr wouia uncover oar markets to the 
world, while tho former merely seeks to 
qnco\er other market* to us. In short, 
reciprocity nghilj Used, is the natural ally 
o! the proiecavu principle, and is good Re- 
publican doclrioe

POPULAR GOVERNMENT. 


The following (rom the Salt Lake Horalc 


is well worth the consideration ol all Toters 


"In the United States," eaid Coun 


Tolstoi to an American visitor, "you havi 
the best of all government*, because yot 
scarcely know that you have any govern 
ment at all." 


That this is trus is due to the action o 


the framera of Iho constitution, who pro 
vided barriers against the centralization o 
power in the hands of federal authority 
Tho government of local communities by 
men of their own choice ia a method lha 
hides the strong power of the governmen 
under the conscious exercise of power b; 
thti citizene. Local self-government is tbe 
velvet covering of the hand of steel. Thi 
restraint seems less when Ihe subject par 
ticipatee, in and orders it. 
And the Iqc* 


government is chiefly that with which the 
citizen has to deal, the one whose powe: 
he ia directly made aware of. The Blips 
riority of onr republican form of govern 
ment, does not lie in any superior protec 
tion we enjoy, or any less burdens we benr 
or auy more efficient public officers w 
have, than the people oi other nations, bn 
in the fact that tbe protection, the burdens 
and the public officials are things of ou 
own creation.. We can bear our own mis 
takes with philosophic fortitude and can bi 
sufficiently enthusiastic over our 
owi 


triumphs. 


It is this fact which makes uecepsary thi 


participation cf the citizens m the affairs 
of government. No tribunals or rulers 
however wise and good, can ever satisfy 
tbe people like those whom the people 
elect. The distrust of popular governmen 
can never be so great aa the distrust o 
imperial rule, no matter if 
tha'formei 


should be weak and criminal and tlrj latte: 
uptight. In popular government the peo 
pie suffer mainly from their own errors 
The errors of an imperial government ooul( 
hardly be charged to the people, who wil 
therefore lay the entue blame of misgov 
eminent at the door of the ruling class. 


The danger chiefly to be feared in popu 


lar government is the ignorince, and par 
tioularly the lack of political information 
among the voters, Tbe misguided popu 
lace becomes a tyrannical despot at times 
regardless of human rights and carelasa o 
human life. 
Responsibility is commen 


surate with power, and the sovereign act of 
casting a free ballot implies a responsibility 
to which the ignorance and passion of the 
many may not be adequate. Yet the only 
hope for permanent aud ftee goyprnmen 
is that by, for and of tbe people, and i 
the people aie not adequate to tbe task ant 
duty, then good government will simply be 
wanting until they are. 


THE HILi, IJN A NUTSHELL. 


Henry Cabot Lodge, the author of the 


measure, comes to tne defense of the elec- 
tion Bupetvision bill, lu an able paper in 
the North American Review for September. 
Peihaps the whole subject, after the proof 
of the constitutionality of the measure, is 
summed up in this terso statement by Mr. 
Lodge 


"It ia not a force bill; it does not intor- 


xere in any way with local elections or local 
government. It does not involve extrava- 
gant expenditure, nor is it sectional in its 
scope. It does not seek to pat the negro 
or any other class of ciiizans in control 
anywhere, but aims merely to secure to 
every man who ought to vote the right to 
vote, and to have his vote honestly connted. 
The opponents of the bill cannof bring 
forward their real and honest objection, 
and so they resort to much shrieking and 
many epithets 
They believe that fair 


elections mean the loss of the National 
House at least nine times ont of ten to the 
party to which they belong. They believe 
that fair elections mean the use of a Re- 
publican party 1:1 every Southern State, led 
by and in good part composed of white 
men, native to tho ground, whose votes are 
now suppressed under the pretense of 
maintaining race supremacy as against tbe 
negro. They believe that the law threatens 
tb.9 disappearance of tbe raca issue on 
which they found their power, and the fall 
of the narrow oligarchy which for so many 
years has ruled with iron hand in the 
Southern States and in the National Con- 
ventions of tbe Democratic party. 
The 


real objeo ion to the bill, *m other words, 
comes from the fact that ono of the two 
great parties believe that free elections im- 
peril their power. They know that by this 
nil the United Statas officers, tdken from 
both parties, are appointed by the Court", 
he body farthest removed from politics. 
They know that these United States officers 
will be held in check by local officers, and 
be utterly unable to interfere with the 
proper conduct of the election. But they 
snow also that the result will be publicity, 
and they believe that in coneeqnencD of 
public ty many districts will be lost to 
hem. 
This law is as fair to one party as 


another, but if pue party is cheating, that 
jarty will suffer, aud wheie the cry against 
he law is loudest it 13 tbe best evidence of 
ts necessity, and proves that those who 
resist it profit by the wrong-doing which it 
seeks to cure."

Much pity is wasted on the street car 


horse. People have got into theway'o: 
imagining that he works about twelve 
hours out of the twenty-four, that hi 
is harshly treated and poorly fed, an< 
that, in fact, his whole life, from tho 
time he leaves the country until he is 
sold, worn out, to the jobber, is nothing 
more or less than the most dishearteninj 
kind of a "demnition grind," The idea 
is entirely erroneous. While he does 
work the street car horse works hard 
but he is never overtasked. He repre- 
sents so much money, and the aim of his 
owners is to make him last as long as 
possible. With this end in view, one 
profiting by experience, the managers ol 
car stables have reduced the working 
hours of the stock to a mitn'mnm, mad< 
great improvements in the system oi 
feeding and established rules, the proper 
fulfillment of which insures to each ani- 
mal just as much care and attention aa 
his more fortunate brethren in the upper 
circles of equine society are wont to re- 
ceive. 


The car horse is all right. Less pity 


and a little more consideration wonlc 
about suit his book. For instance, if some 
people, the majority of whom are of the 
gentler sex, would occasionally conde 
icend to walk half a block instead o: 
compelling him to make additional anc 
unnecessary stops and starts, he would 
be profoundly grateful. In his case it is 
the first few steps which cause him the 
most trouble, and the less of this kinc 
of exercise he has the better he is pleased, 
As a rule he ia well treated by the driver, 
for cruelty detected generally means in 
stall t dismissal.

now it is chiefly drawn from Iowa, Mis- 
souri and Illinois. The horses are broughi 
on in droves and sold in Hew York. 
What we want and try to get is a closely 
built animal from 15.1 to 16 hands in 
height and weighing from 1,050 to 1,SO( 
pounds. Under the former figure they 
would not be up to our work, and ii 
above the latter they would be apt to 
wear themselves out entirely too soon.
